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SANJAI CHAUHAN 

Police divers 
find body of 
canoe victim 

THE family of a young man who died in 
a canoeing accident this week have paid 
tribute to a “loving and affectionate son”. 
Police divers found the body of Sanjai 
Chauhan, of Pytt Field, Harlow, while 
searching a section of the River Lee near 
Wormley on Tuesday evening. 

The 19-year-old commis chef capsized 
after taking his canoe onto the water and 
heading downstream over a weir on 
Monday afternoon. 

Yesterday (Wednesday) his mother, Mala 
Chauhan, spoke movingly of her loving 
and affectionate son who had been very 
close to his family and friends. 

“He thought the world of me and would 
do anything to make me happy but he 
was also very independent and lived for 
the day,” she said. 

“He enjoyed a thrill and adventure but 
never to the extreme. Whenever he tried 
anything he put his heart and soul into it 
and when his heart was set on something

HALF the secondary schools 
in Harlow have been given 
an ultimatum to improve or 
face closure in a radical 
move which could affect 
more than 2,000 pupils. 

In an embarrassing develop¬ 
ment for MP and higher educa¬ 
tion minister Bill Rammell, three 
of the town’s six senior schools 
have been labelled as failing and 
ordered to make swift improve¬ 
ments as part of a Government

drive to improve standards. 

But the move - which affects only 
one in five schools nationwide - has 
been criticised as a slur on schools 
which many believe achieve great 
success under difficult circum¬ 
stances. 

Brays Grove, in Tracyes Road, is 
due to shut this year anyway as part 
of a controversial merger with the 


more successful Passmores. But for 
Stewards, in Parnall Road, and Mark 
Hall, in First Avenue, the news is a 
surprise blow. 

Headteachers have been told the 
number of pupils attaining five good 
GCSEs must increase within three 
years if their schools are to survive, 
and have been offered support from a 
£400m national fund. 

If they cannot get at least 30 per 
cent of pupils achieving five A*-C 
grades, including English and mathe¬ 
matics, they could be shut down and 
replaced with privately funded ‘acad¬ 


emies’ or forced into partnership 
with better-performing schools near¬ 
by. 

Mark Hall has 27 per cent of 
pupils making the grade, Stewards 
has 24 per cent and Brays Grove 22 
per cent. 

However, all three have good 
scores of more than 1,000 in the 
‘contextual value added’ rating, 
which takes into account previous 
academic achievements of pupils, the 
number with special needs and local

Labour's grip 
on town ends

W ITH flagging 
opinion poll 
ratings and the 
leadership of PM Gordon 
Brown under constant 
criticism, the Labour Party 
is in its most difficult 
period for years. 

After the recent election of 
Harlow’s first Conservative- 
controlled council, the problems 
for the party once synonymous 
with the new town’s name are 
perhaps as local as they are 
national. 

It is something of a coincidence that 
this week marks a quarter of a 
century since Labour lost the town’s 
Parliamentary seat for the first time. 
The constituency of Harlow was 
created in 1974, with the town 
having previously been represented 
at Westminster by the MP for 
Epping. The first man to represent 
the new constituency was Labour’s 
Stan Newens, now chairman of 
Harlow Civic Society. 

Having previously held the Epping 
seat as well, by 1983 Mr Newens 
had been in the House of Commons 
for 15 years and was seeking his 
fourth term in the Harlow seat. 
Thatcherism was in full flow, with 
policies such as the right to buy 


council houses and the Falklands 
War having boosted the Conservative 
government’s popularity. 

Meanwhile, Labour had been taken 
over by its most left wing members 
and had produced a radically 
socialist manifesto - later dubbed 
“the longest suicide note in history” 
- which proposed unilateral nuclear 
disarmament, the abolition of the 
House of Lords and withdrawal from 
the European Economic Community. 
To make matters worse for the 54- 
year-old Mr Newens, the 
Conservatives had a young and 
charismatic new candidate for 
Harlow in the shape of 30-year-old 
barrister Jerry Hayes. 

It was always going to be difficult 
for Labour to hold on to the town 
and on election night Mr Newens’ 
1,400 majority turned into a 3,600 


majority for Mr Hayes. 

Celebrating his win, the new MP 
paid tribute to his predecessor’s hard 
work: “It was not Stan who lost for 
Labour, but Labour who lost it for 
Stan,” he said. 

But this was little consolation for Mr 
Newens, who told the Star at the 
time that both he and his wife 
Sandra, his secretary, would be on 
the dole. 

“I believe the people of Harlow and 
of Great Britain have made a big 
mistake,” he said. “Harlow will 
return to its traditional Labour 
support in the House of Commons.” 
Eventually, his prediction came true. 
Mr Hayes - pictured here being 
confronted by protestors later in his 
career - lost the seat back to Labour 
in 1997 to current Harlow MP Bill 
Rammell. 



25 YEARS AGO 

June 9, 1983 


ON TOP OF THE WORLD 

HARLOW'S new MP Jerry 
Hayes took a trip to the top of 
the town hall on Tuesday for 
an aerial view of the 
constituency. 

But the 30-year-old, a 
barrister by trade, came back 
to earth when he spoke of the 
local issues on which he will 
be making a stand. 

He said the New Towns 
Commission was setting 
industrial rents far too high 
and "chasing jobs out of 
Harlow".

VOTE TRIP

A Harlow ratepayer 
complained to the police after 
reading press stories that 300 
pensioners on a council- 
sponsored holiday in 
Dovercourt would be brought 
home to vote if they wished.

The 23 parents of children 
now being allocated to schools 
in Harlow are furious with the

he learned very quickly.” 

Mr Chauhan, an only child 
who had lived with his 
mother in Harlow for the past 
seven years, was brought up 
in the Midlands. He had been 
working as a commis chef 
while studying to further his 
career in the catering 
industry. 

A talented musician, he had 
taught himself to play the 
guitar, drums and keyboard 
and had recently discovered a 
love for photography. 
Although an experienced 
canoeist, it is believed he 
started to struggle while 
attempting a manoeuvre 
known as “running the weir” 
while out kayaking with a 
friend at about 3.30pm on 
Monday. 

His boat toppled in the fast- 
flowing water and, despite 
rescue attempts by the friend, 
a 30-year-old man also from 
Harlow, he failed to 
resurface. 

Police and ambulance 
searched the water using 
underwater cameras and 
rescue boats. 

One of Mr Chauhan’s friends, 
who did not wish to be 
named, described him as “the 
best of the best”, adding: 

“He was never afraid to show 
his love for everyone and 
ended every conversation to 
everyone with ‘love you’. 
You'll be truly missed Sanjai 
and I love you back dude.” 
Michelle Catterick, who 
worked with Mr Chauhan for 
a few months last year left a 
tribute on the Star website. 
“He was the bubbliest guy 
that I have ever met. Every 
day he would enter with a 
smile and if you were feeling 
down he would make an extra 
effort to cheer you up. 

“He was kind to everyone 
and didn’t have a bad bone in 
him. He will be greatly 
missed. It really is true that 
only the good die young.” 
Another friend, Adam Clark, 
wrote: “He truly was one of 
the nicest people I have ever 
met, a genuine, funny and 
polite lad.” 





Labour fury 
at'ban 1 from 
refuse talks 


FURIOUS Labour councillors are 
claiming they were effectively banned 
from a key meeting on the future of 
refuse collection in the town. 

They have accused Harlow Council leader 
Andrew Johnson of showing a “flagrant disre¬ 
gard for democracy” after making clear that 
Edna Stevens, Labour’s representative on the 
cross-party waste strategy working group, was 
not welcome at Thursday’s briefing. 

But Mr Johnson hit back by saying the move was 
necessary to prevent the Labour 
group from turning the council into a 
laughing stock. 

The snub, which resulted in only 
Conservative and Liberal Democrat 
councillors being invited to the brief¬ 
ing along with council officers and 
potential contractors, follows weeks 
of campaigning for today’s Harlow 
Common by-election during which 
Labour has focused heavily on the 
threat to weekly rubbish collections. 

Labour hopes to hold on to the seat 
by opposing the introduction of 
wheeled bins and fortnightly rounds. 

But ruling Tories on the council say 
the stance represents a U-turn and is 
contrary to the views expressed by 
Mrs Stevens in working group meet¬ 
ings. 

Labour group deputy leader Jean Clark said: “In 
all our years leading Harlow Council we never 
showed such a flagrant disregard for democracy.

Apparently we are playing politics with the issue 
but I notice the Liberal Democrats were welcomed 
at the meeting.”

The final contract for April 2009 onwards will 
be confirmed on July 8.

PRINCIPAL Colin Hind- 
march this week defend¬ 
ed the latest poor results 
at Harlow College - 
despite almost one-third 
of exams taken marked as 
ungraded. 

The latest detailed results 
for last winter’s A-level mod¬ 
ular exams also reveal a 
shocking 100 per cent of A2 
advanced maths students 
received the U grade. 

The breakdown of results fol¬ 
lows the Star’s revelation in 
March that the overall pass rates 
of AS modules had dropped by 
nine per cent while A2 pass rates 
had remained the same as 2007. 

At the time, chairman of gover¬ 
nors Martin Coleman said the 
board was “pleased with the way 
things are going”. 

But the latest figures - which 
also show A-C grades in A2 
exams fell by six per cent to 33 
per cent and pass rates for AS stu¬ 
dents had dropped by nine per 
cent to 58 per cent since 2007 - 
put further pressure on Mr 
Hindmarch, who has faced criti¬ 
cism since upwards of 79 tutors 
were either made redundant or left 
their posts last year due to 
changes made during the imple¬ 
mentation of his teaching and

learning strategy. 

The principal has vehemently 
defended the changes and this 
week again claimed the strategy 
was intended to be introduced 
gradually. However, he said the 
college was left with problems 
due to the unexpectedly high level 
of staff lost. 

“Of course we are addressing it 
and have been all year, as we 
know what the issues are, but we 
have been waiting until the results 
came out to know exactly what to 
do,” said Mr Hindmarch on 
Tuesday. 

He said he was “more than con¬ 
fident” the next overall results 
will show the college is improv¬ 
ing. 

He also pointed to the areas 
where results have improved, such 
as English language modules, and 
that the number of students being 
retained by the college was the 
highest ever. 

When asked during a meeting 
whether the college was relying 
on spin to mask possible failures, 
deputy principal Pat Hay suggest¬ 
ed that “all organisations tried to 
show figures in the best possible 
light” while Mr Hindmarch 
appeared adamant they had been 
both honest and open at all times.

deprivation levels. 

Only last year, Stewards was 
described by Ofsted inspectors as 
“a good school with outstanding 
features”. Headteacher Rhonda 
Murthar slated the Government 
move, contrasting it with a recent 
survey of parents which showed a 
99 per cent satisfaction rate. 

“This is without question an 
excellent school,” she said. “We 
work in an area where there is 
some social deprivation and we 
have won awards for how our stu¬ 
dents progress while they are 
here.” 

Mr Rammell said although 
school results had improved in 
Harlow in the past decade, the 
Government was right to strive for 


further progress. 

“I am confident that, based on 
current improvements, both Stew¬ 
ards and Mark Hall will rise above 
the national challenge of 30 per 
cent A*-C pass rate, including 
English and maths, by 2011,” he 
said. 

But Conservative opponent 
Robert Halfon claimed 
Government intervention had 
caused many of the problems: 
“One of the things teachers say 
again and again is that they can’t 
do their jobs because every five 
minutes the Government is bring¬ 
ing in a new scheme or initiative.” 

Harlow Education Consortium 
director Jon O’Connor said local 
results reflected disadvantage in 
the town but felt raising people’s 
aspirations would help schools to 
continue improving.

MAJOR subsidence is causing the 
gardens of more than 30 homes to 
collapse into a huge ditch. 

Householders living in the properties 
in Woodcraft, Abbotsweld and Kings- 
land, Harlow, have lost as much as 
1.83m (6ft) from the gardens while 
fence panels, posts and smashed 
remains of brick walls litter the ditch 
bank as evidence of the problem. 

But one resident said that, despite a four- 
year campaign, they have been offered 
no help or support by Harlow 
Council. 

Philip Bowles, of Woodcroft, 
claimed his approaches to local coun¬ 
cillors have been ignored and said his 
neighbours have also been “fobbed 
off”, despite what he believes is a legal 
responsibility on the part of the council. 

The ditch was originally a brook 
which drained water from the south of 
the town towards Toddbrook and into the 
River Stort. But it has been dry since the 
1960s and it is believed the roots of 
mature trees have spread as a result, causing 
the land to become unstable. 

“Many residents have had similar prob¬ 
lems, some dating back to the mid 1980s,” 
said Mr Bowles. “Several have lost garden 
walls or fences to the ravine while others have 
voluntarily moved their fences back. 

“One resident was told that as his land was 
falling on to the council’s it was his problem, 


which is factually incor¬ 
rect in law. Another was told ‘if you 
have the money, sue us’.” 

Mr Bowles accused the council of adopt¬ 
ing a cavalier attitude towards the residents 
and treating their complaints with contempt. 
He said he was still waiting for a response to 
a letter he had written to the chief executive 
regarding the issue. 

“The information I have gleaned, coupled 
with my own experience, shows a long-stand¬ 


ing two-fingers-up attitude by the council,” 
he added. 

A Harlow Council spokesman told the Star 
its officers were still investigating the prob¬ 
lem and had sought technical advice. 

“Once the council has completed the 
investigations it will be able to assess legal 
liabilities for any possible repair work,” he 
added. “The council has stated that it may 
seek a contribution towards the costs of any 
work from the adjoining homeowners.” 



Team strikes lucky with 
pitch for baseball cash 


YOUNGSTERS in one area of 
Harlow have struck lucky after 
securing cash to provide a 
baseball diamond. 

The facility has been created at 
Northbrooks Recreation 
Ground for the Harlow 
Greensox which received 
£93,000 from Barclays as part 
of the bank’s £30m project 
aimed at improving sport 
facilities in the UK. 

The Greensox, which was set up 
in 2005, can now put their skills 
to good use on the site which 
includes a backstop fence, 
safety cages for players, a clay 
diamond, pitcher’s mound and 
an improved grass outfield. 

The project was managed by 
environmental regeneration 
charity Groundwork 


Hertfordshire and the land was 
provided by Harlow Council 
Greensox head coach Albert 
Hobdell, who is also chairman 
of Harlow Neighbourhood 
Watch, said: “Before 
Groundwork and Barclays came 
to our assistance we were 
moving from here to there 
setting up practice sessions 
wherever we could. 

“Now we are able to get down to 
recruitment and concentrating 
on this wonderful game.”

Bus company 
underfire for 
route change 

BUS users are angry that changes 
to the Harlow to Romford route 
could force them to spend two- 
and-a-half hours to travel just 20 
miles. 

Bus operator Arriva has confirmed 
alterations to the 500 service 
which come into force next month 
will see buses terminate at Ongar, 
leaving passengers having to find 
alternative routes to Romford. 

The company blames spiraling 
fuel costs and a reduction in the 
level of reimbursement for 
journeys made by customers using 
London travel cards. 

But Les Coben, chairman of the 
Harlow Pensioners’ Action 
Association, accused Arriva of 
putting profit before people. “I 
know it’s a private company but 
they are running a public service 
and should be held to account for 
not providing that service to the 
people who rely on it.” 

Pensioner Dorothy Percival, of 
Great Brays, Harlow, said: “I find 
this completely unacceptable. It is 
always a very busy service and it 
gets us Harlow residents out of 
town to visit a decent market.” 
Harlow MP Bill Rammell said he 
was disappointed by the decision 
and the HPAA has started a 
petition against the changes. 
Anyone wanting to sign it can do 
so at the Age Concern office in 
The Rows from tomorrow 
(Friday). 

An Arriva spokeswoman 
apologised for the inconvenience 
but said it had warned Essex 
County Council and Transport for 
London of the changes and that it 
was up to either authority to 
provide an alternative service. 


A SHOP stripped of its licence to sell alco¬ 
hol has made a pledge to check the ID of 
everyone who wants to buy booze regardless 
of their age. 

The One Stop Convenience Store in The 
Stow struck the deal with Harlow Council 
moments before an appeal hearing was due 
to take place into the loss of the licence. 

The shop was said to have failed a number 
of test purchases carried out by trading stan¬ 
dards which resulted in the council revoking 
the licence last July. 

However, the hearing was called off and 
the license restored after the shop said it 
would only sell alcohol to people over 18 
who can show valid proof of identity. 

Peter Bourn, Harlow Council’s safety and 
licensing manager said: “This is a ground¬ 
breaking offer that has been made. One Stop 
has committed itself to checking the ID of 
every single person who wishes to purchase 
alcohol irrespective of age. No ID, no sale.” 

Walk-In Centre to 
treat A&E patients 

NEW arrangements which will see 
Harlow’s NHS Walk-In Centre effectively 
merged with the accident and emergency 
department of Princess Alexandra Hospital 
come into effect next month. 

The three-month pilot scheme, which 
will see all patients report to the hospital to 
be assessed and then referred either to casu¬ 
alty or to the Walk-In Centre in nearby 
Wych Elm, begins on July 1. 

The link-up follows a public consultation 
in which residents were asked to express 
their preference for one of three options, 
two of which had already been ruled out by 
bosses at West Essex Primary Care Trust. 

Trust spokesman Liz McGranahan said 
the changes, which will be reviewed in 
October, would make services better for 
patients and represent better use of NHS 
resources.

Humiliations of 
poor New Deal 

SIR, I am writing to expose what I 
believe is the complacency and 
indifference that is rife within the New 
Deal service at Harlow Job Centre. 

The staff there display total disinterest 
in actually helping people find gainful 
employment; instead, they prefer to 
humiliate clients and treat them with a 
common prejudiced contempt. 

I have been unemployed since leaving 
university and have found it very 
difficult to find a job due to shyness 
and inexperience. They immediately 
assumed I was stupid and only fit to 
work in sales and retail. At no point 
did they meaningfully discuss my 
career options and one member of staff 
actually mocked me for saying that 
studying at university helps you to 
build a career. 

I was then forced to embark on a 
humiliating 13-week course where I 
was asked questions on the correct 
spelling of ‘buy’ and what you need to 
add to seven to make 10. This was 
followed by a ridiculous and 
completely pointless pub quiz on 
1960s pop music. We were also told 
we had to get into groups for a 
competition to see which team could 
collect the most application forms 
from the town centre. I realise that 
there are many people with numeracy 
and literacy difficulties but I am not 
one of those and I deeply resent this 
viciously condescending attitude. 

I decided, not unreasonably, that this 
was not helping me find work at all. I 
then took the initiative to find a 
voluntary work placement with a local 
charity. Although it meant I would not 
receive any money, it would give me 
the valuable work experience I need 
and may help rebuild the shattering 
blows to my confidence that the Job 
Centre has dealt me. I succeeded in 
finding such a placement. 

However, because of this, the Job 
Centre has chosen to punish me for 
taking such initiative by threatening to 
deprive me of my only means of 
support unless I stop working there 
and go back to the course! This 
demonstrates clearly that they are not 
at all interested in helping people find 
work. What exactly are they up to? Do 
they want to break me completely so 
they can just transfer me onto some 
kind of incapacity benefit? Is that how 
they meet their targets? 

I consider that we should swap places 
and they endure the receiving end of 
such degrading treatment.

Bins change will blight area 


SIR, I have just returned from 
visiting my parents in Liverpool 
where fortnightly refuse collections 
were introduced some time ago. 
Your correspondent who wrote 
about the visual impact of huge 
wheeled bins outside homes 
( Letters , June 5) was absolutely 
correct; it is a horrible sight. 
Approaching the city from the 
main motorways, the visitor is 
greeted by a long straight road of 
orderly houses with pleasant 
gardens, trees and grassed central 
reservations. This is blighted by the 
appearance of huge, ugly multi¬ 
coloured bins parked outside each 
home. 

For some reason, the choice of 
colour for the non-recyclable bin is 
a hideous shade of bright purple; 
the mixture of greenery and this 
colour is quite nauseating. The 
three bins provided are huge, 
regardless of the size of the 
household, and have to be placed 
outside the front gardens on 
collection day or the refuse is not 
collected. In warm weather, 
walking along pavements in any 
part of the city on collection day is 
hazardous, unpleasant and smelly. 
Both of my parents are elderly and 
frail and moving these 
monstrosities is difficult for them. 
Cleaning them is impossible unless 
you are tall and strong! 

Where once the collection and 
storage of rubbish was a simple 
procedure requiring little or no 
thought, it is now a full-scale 
operation for the householder with 


schedules to refer to, rules as to 
what goes where and fines for 
making mistakes. Another stressful 
burden for everyone but 
particularly for older citizens. 

This is a fine example of the trend 
for public servants to become our 
masters! I moved into my present 
home in Harlow 27 years ago and 
until recently the estate was a neat 
and pretty place to walk about 
with its green spaces, trees and 
tidy little front gardens. I wasn’t 
aware of anyone’s rubbish as it was 
inside the dustbin in the brick- 
built store, with the occasional 
black bag on top. Now it is a 
landscape of horrible blue boxes, 
overflowing open bags of plastic 
and paper waste and, recently, 
large wheeled bins. After 
collection, it is a scene of 
devastation with boxes, lids and 
white bags scattered in all 
directions and scraps of paper 
strewn all along the pavements. 
Recently, we have become home to 
a growing population of feral cats 
and urban foxes, attracted no 
doubt by the prospect of a free 
feed from the ripped bags left on 
the garden boundaries. It is 
impossible to store this refuse at 
the rear of the house as the only 
access to the front is through the 
house. 

To refer back to Liverpool, I am at 
present researching its social 
history. There was much squalor 
and filthy living conditions up to 
the mid-20th century, with many 
diseases, including cholera, spread 


by vermin attracted by the refuse 
which surrounded the homes of 
the residents. Indeed, I have a 
photograph from about 1918 
showing mothers with babies in 
arms sitting on the steps at the 
front of their homes next to an 
overflowing dustbin. These 
conditions prevailed until the local 
council instigated regular 
cleansing and refuse collection. 

One can explain the squalid living 
conditions of those days as being in 
some part due to ignorance of 
basic hygiene. It appears to me a 
retrograde step to introduce a 
refuse collection scheme today 
which will once again mean people 
living surrounded by their rotting 
refuse for two weeks at a time! 
Incidentally, I have spent quite 
some time in Spain in the past few 
years, where refuse is collected at 
least once a day, sometimes twice, 
including the collection of 
unwanted household items, tree 
branches, old car parts, etc. 
Everything unwanted is put into a 
skip overnight and cleared early 
the following morning. The streets 
are also washed at the same time. 
In the part of the estate where I 
live, the only time the street 
outside my home has ever been 
washed is when I’ve taken a 
hosepipe to it. Perhaps our council 
ought to take a trip to other places 
to see how it’s done!

Hospital is vital 

SIR, My call for the Government to 
call in and cancel the current outline 
residential planning consent on the St 
Margaret’s site in Epping and pay the 
applicants the appropriate 
compensation would seem justified 
and affordable. 

Such action might be inappropriate 
with most planning applications, but 
this is a special case. This planning 
consent was originally granted on 
January 28, 2000 - before the 
Government’s East of England 
Development Plan was fully 
crystallised and before the planned 
expansion of Stansted Airport was 
increased immensely to its new level. 
This development plan now takes 
precedence over other planning 
proposals. It obviously requires a new 
general hospital with accident and 
emergency department to meet the 
vital needs of the many thousands of 
new local residents it will produce, 
added to those of the huge number of 
existing residents who have suffered 
substantially from the unwarranted 
closure of St Margaret’'s General 
Hospital. 

Princess Alexandra Hospital, despite 
its manful efforts, has simply been 
unable to cope satisfactorily with such 
numbers. Saddling it with even more 


patients would be utterly stupid. 

The site is the obvious and only 
practical location for this new hospital. 
It was specially chosen as the 
emergency hospital for the Ml 1 and 
M25 when they were planned and 
built. That is why the motorways’ 
emergency accesses were placed where 
they are, near Hobbs Cross. From 
there, they have an unimpeded route to 
St Margaret’s. That reasoning is even 
more apposite today. The huge 
expansion planned for Stansted, 
together with the effects of the East of 
England Plan, will produce a colossal 
number of extra people using those 
motorways. There is plenty of 
alternative land for housing 
development in the general area. 

On the question of affordability, the 
level of compensation should be 
simply a matter of repaying to the new 
owners more or less what they paid for 
the site, since no actual density figure 
was included in the original outline 
permission and, according to EFDC’s 
planning department, there were then 
no relevant Government minimum 
density guidelines.

Letters , May 29), about the 59 bus to 
Chelmsford; this is all to do with the 
change made when national free bus 
travel for people over 60 was brought 
in on April 1,2008. 

Previous to that in the Harlow area, 
free travel was from 9am Monday to 
Friday; it was changed to 9.30am. 

Most of the country had this time but 
some areas still have 9am, for instance, 
Braintree, Maldon and Brentwood in 
Essex. 

A lot of people, including me, liked to 
use the 59 service that started from the 
Harlow Bus Station at 9.15am to get 
an early start to go to Chelmsford, as it 
has connections with other buses to 
Colchester, Maldon, Burnham, 
Basildon and Southend. Since the 
change to 9.30am, a lot of people have 
had to catch the 10.15am service, 
which often gets very full. 


But it is possible to buy a single ticket 
on the earlier one to Sheering as the 59 
is due to arrive there at 9.30am. From 
there, bus pass users can have free 
travel to Chelmsford as it is after 
9.30am. 

It’s a pity that Harlow Council will not 
change the start time back to 9am as 
this inconveniences a lot of people. I 
presume that either they cannot be 
bothered or that it will cost them 
money. Yet we have been told by the 
Government that they have funded this 
service. Who are we to believe? Once 
again the users are caught in the 
middle.

county force to each policing district - 
including Harlow - to support the work 
of the voluntary organisation.

IT’S make or break time for 
writer/director M Night Shyamalan, 
whose follow up to 2006’s turgid The 
Lady In The Water has arrived with the 
usual fanfare of hyperbole - but will this 
be yet another case of studied style over 
substance? 

As usual, the promotional campaign is 
self-consciously enigmatic, as is the film’s 
title, but suffice to say this is a slice of 
post-9/11 apocalyptic paranoia, served up 
with a not-so-friendly green sting in its 
tail. 

Mark Wahlberg plays Elliot Moore, an 
unhappily married dad and high school 
science teacher with a class of bright, 
attentive students and a comfortable life 
in a rural arcadia. 

But when people inexplicably start killing 
themselves in increasingly gruesome 
ways, Moore takes it upon himself to find 
out why - but not before dragging his 
estranged wife, Alma (Zooey Deschanel), 
and a colleague’s precocious young 
daughter, Jess (Ashlyn Sanchez), off on a 
desperate cross-country dash to elude the 
spreading epidemic. 

Encountering a barren, empty landscape 
of evacuated towns and abandoned 
homes, the three become more and 
more desperate as they begin to realise 
the terrifying extent of the cataclysmic 
“happening” - and that it has its roots 
firmly in the natural world. 



ALTHOUGH they’ve long been stalwarts of

Harrowing night of shock and awe 


CLOVERFIELD 

(Paramount Home Entertainment, 15, retail & 
rental) 

Nothing taps into a society’s underlying cultural 
anxieties quite as effectively as horror and sci-fi, 
and producer JJ Abrams delivers the first creatively 
interesting 9/11 movie in this nerve-jangling tale of 
a gigantic creature attacking New York. 

Initial speculation about the tightly veiled project 
suggested he might be making a new Godzilla 
movie, a particularly apt comparison given that 
Japan’s king of the monsters was himself a 
metaphorical response to the bombing of 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki. 

The genius of Clouerfield is that it’s all captured 
with a breathless realism on camcorder, with no 
soundtrack and the audience allowed to know only 
what the characters know. 

It all starts innocently enough, with an extended 
sequence at a farewell party for Rob (Michael Stahl- 
David) before he heads off to a new life in Japan, 
an opportunity to get a feel for the characters 
which ends abruptly when the building shudders 
and everybody rushes out onto the roof to see a 
huge fireball blossoming in downtown Manhattan. 
As the partygoers evacuate to avoid flying debris, 
there’s a colossal roar and the decapitated head of 
the Statue of Liberty comes hurtling down into their 
midst, signalling the onset of a night of devastation 
and horror as a huge creature lurches from the 
water to lay waste to the Big Apple. 

Thereafter, Rob and his friends make a desperate 
bid to escape the island before he learns one-time 
love Beth (Odette Yustman) is trapped in her 
building and heads off to rescue her. 

Abrams, director Matt Reeves and writer Drew 
Goddard do an incredible of job of keeping their 
audience off-guard and on edge, giving tantalising 
glimpses of the shambling behemoth before 
ramping up the terror further by briefly narrowing 
the focus to the threat posed by the small parasite 
creatures it sheds in its wake. 

The horrific echoes of 9/11 are inescapable, from 
the shocking violation and confusion of the attack 
to the panicked population scuttling for safety in 
the dust-choked streets, and the you-are-there 
immediacy of the filming style is augmented every 
step of the way by wholly plausible characters and 
dialogue. 

Far more than merely a Godzilla movie shot Blair 
Witch Project- style, Cloverfield is a completely 
immersive, adrenalin-squirting experience that 
resonates long after the final credits roll.

OVER HER DEAD BODY 

(Entertainment In Video, 12, retail & rental) 

Beautiful but high-maintenance Kate (Eva Longoria 
Parker) is crushed to death on her wedding day by 
a falling ice sculpture, but she’s not going to let that 
keep her down. 

Sent back to Earth by a tetchy angel, she makes it 
her mission to protect her gloomy almost-widower 
Henry (Paul Rudd) - getting particularly jealous 
when he starts paying attention to sexy psychic 



Ashley (Lake Bell) and using her ghostly powers to 
make the woman’s life a nightmare of social 
embarrassments. 

Writer/director Jeff Lowell has a good line in sassy, 
sarcastic dialogue, raising this knockabout 
supernatural love triangle above the usual fluffy 
romantic comedy nonsense, and all three likeable 
leads show an appropriate lightness of touch.

HOPSCOTCH 

(Second Sight, 12, retail) 

A fine if not terribly ambitious showcase for the 
talents of laconic, basset hound-faced Walter 
Matthau, 1980’s Hopscotch casts him as aging and 
somewhat cranky US spy Miles Kendig, who 
mischievously decides to upstage his employers 
when they rashly try to sideline him into a dreary 
desk job. 

With company man Myerson (Ned Beatty) on his 
case and occasional help from his opposite 
number in the KGB (the ever-wonderful Herbert 
Lorn) and a former lover (Glenda Jackson, without 
much to do), he trots around the globe writing and 
distributing his damaging memoirs a chapter at a 
time and using his wealth of experience in 
espionage to stay always one step ahead of the 
pursuit, just to show that he can. 

The film’s a bit of a compromise, neither laugh-out- 
loud funny enough to be a great comedy nor 


exciting enough to be a great thriller, but it’s never 
less than amiably amusing and there are far worse 
ways to spend 104 minutes than enjoying Matthau’s 
effortless curmudgeonly delivery and the script’s 
gentle lampooning of the Cold War spying game.

BURIED ALIVE 

(Lionsgate UK, 18, retail & rental) 

Given how simple and formulaic fan-pleasing 
slasher films are (take a group of pretty things, add 
gratuitous nudity and bloody deaths), it’s a mystery 
why director Robert Kurtzman makes such heavy 
work of it. 

The basic elements are all here, with a gang of 
chums off to a remote house for some sorority 
pranks, recreational drug use, extra-marital sex and 
treasure-hunting; there’s even Tobin (Saw) Bell as a 
creepy caretaker and the vengeful ghost of a 
woman believed to have been buried alive. 

All you need to do is stir it up and pour on the 
ketchup, but Kurtzman makes us endure 45 
minutes of uninteresting banter before serving up 
the first (admittedly startling) kill and then another 
20 for the second - come on, man, this isn’t Citizen 
Kane and the long chunks of exposition and chat 
do nothing for the movie but give you time to 
ruminate far too deeply on the gaping plot holes 
and stupid decisions the characters have to make to 
keep the story moving.

If Joan Wasser’s debut album Real Life saw her step 
out from the considerable shadows of fellow troubled 
troubadours Rufus Wainwright and Antony Hegarty, 
both of whom she has sung backing vocals for, this 
quietly anticipated follow-up shows her blossoming 
into a composed, self-assured singer/songwriter in her 
own right. By turns serene, lovelorn and vulnerable, 
the album sees her tremulous voice wavering between 
resolute strength and heartbreaking fragility, imbuing 
each song with a contradictory, light/dark aesthetic 
employed to magnificent effect on the title track. 

CHESS MOVES 

Various (album, Chess) 

Raiding the prodigious vaults at the legendary Chess 
Records, maverick producer and former session 


drummer Keith LeBlanc has picked out a few raw 
nuggets of primal, hollerin’ and howlin’ blues and 
retrofitted them with some rather tasty post-funk 
grooves for this enthralling compilation. A brilliantly 
simple idea, LeBlanc resurrects forgotten classics such 
as Howlin’ Wolf’s Moanin’ At Midnight and Sugar Boy 
Crawford’s Jock A Mo, dusting off their cobwebs and 
shaking their thang in a thoroughly postmodern kind 
of dance - this is the sound of future blues. 

FABRIC LIVE 40 

Noisia (album, Fabric) 

This really exposes the fine line between death metal 
and hard dance even though, socially and fashion- 
wise, never the twain shall never. Hitting a heady 200- 
plus bpm at times, there’s little room for anything 
other than Noisia’s idiosyncratic sonar blips and 
industrial fog horns in the background. The Tide 
sounds like a proper early ’90s thumper, stamping its 
foot for attention amid the saccharine pop and 
preposterously-fringed indie brigands of the day.

Rather than convince the British 
public that they need a big, butch 
wagon slathered in chrome, Ford 
has instead unleashed the Kuga, a 
so-called crossover vehicle that 
tries to meld the best bits of 4x4 
ownership with none of the anti- 
socially obese excess. It’s one of 
the few 4x4s that won’t have you 
mumbling an apologetic 
justification when people ask what 
you drive. 

4x4s polarise opinion. Either 
they’re so ridiculously macho that 
you feel the need to start chewing 
tobacco and killing your own food 
in order to drive them or they’re so 
self-consciously suburban that 
you’ll look like a harassed school 


run mum - neither is a good look 
and a significant number of people 
despise them. The Kuga is 
different. For a start it’s 
manageably sized, which means 
that the urban driving experience 
is a pleasant one. 

Powered by a 2.0-litre Duratorq 
TDCi 136PS diesel engine with 
standard particulate filter and a 
six-speed manual transmission, 
the Kuga comes with a full-time 
Haldex intelligent AWD system. 
The engine provides 320Nm of 
torque at 2,000rpm and 340Nm 
should you really put your foot 
down and need what Ford calls 
‘transient overboost’. 

Show the Kuga a straight, well¬ 
surfaced road and it serves up a 
good standard of ride comfort and 
refinement. The ride is reasonably 
firm and that helps the Kuga resist 
body roll when cornered 
vigorously, plus it’s also less liable 
to become unsettled over bumps in 
the road. The accurate steering 
makes it easier to position the car, 
too. 

Outside, the detailing is exquisite, 
Ford hitting just the right tone 
between sporting aggression and 
nuggety cuteness. 

The interior isn’t quite as 
successful. It’s surprisingly small, 
the Kuga being one of those 
increasingly rare cars that doesn’t 
pull all manner of packaging 
tricks out of its hat. Space in the 
back is tight for anything other 


than kids, and drivers who are 
long in the body will find 
headroom an issue when getting in 
and out. This high seating position 
will be a huge bonus for women 
and shorter guys, but those with 
short legs will find that they’ll 
need to shift their seat forward to 
such an extent that the heavily 
raked windscreen starts getting 
very close. The centre console 
appears to have been lifted from 
the C-MAX, but a few more of that 
car’s practical touches wouldn’t 
have gone amiss, especially for 
rear passengers. 

The second row of seating has a 
60/40 split and can fold flat to 
maximise the load space. 

Underseat storage beneath the 
second row with further storage 
under the floor of the luggage 
compartment area offers 
maximum practicality. The Kuga 
has a generous luggage capacity of 
1,355 litres when in two-seat mode, 


while the enclosed luggage 
compartment achieves a volume of 
up to 410 litres. 

Two trim levels are offered. Zetec 
comes with keyless start, 17-inch 
alloy wheels, air conditioning, ESP 
stability control, anti-lock brakes 
with electronic brakeforce 
distribution and an MP3 connector 
to plug into your iPod. For all of 
this you’ll be expected to hand 
over £20,495. 

Two grand extra nets you the 
Titanium model, which gets part- 
leather trim, rain-sensing wipers, 
automatic headlights, cruise 
control, blue tinted glass and dual 
climate control. Other options 
include a rear-facing camera 
(which is useful due to the rather 
poor rear visibility caused by the 
Kuga’s high rear end), panoramic 
roof, USB connector and DAB 
radio. 

On the face of it, the £22,790 
Citroen would charge for the 


bigger, quicker and more versatile 
C-Crosser 2.2HDi seems a much 
smarter buy, but the Kuga is 
aiming at a different sector. It 
targets less price-conscious buyers 
who are after a car that doesn’t 
play by the normal compact 4x4 
rules. 

Fuel economy shouldn’t keep 
prospective owners awake at night, 
the 2.0TDCi engine returning a 
healthy 44.1mpg, and carbon 
dioxide emissions are a similarly 
benign 169g/km. Even around 
town, the Kuga will see 34.9mpg 
and the quoted extra urban, or 
open road, fuel economy is 
52.3mpg. 

In concentrating on selling us a 
niche crossover vehicle, Ford 
might just have hit on something. 
The Kuga looks great, it’ll 
persuade a few 4x4 drivers to 
downsize into something more 
suited to their requirements and, 
in equipping it solely with a 2.0- 
litre turbodiesel engine, Ford has 
made a powerful statement 
regarding the environmental 
credentials of this sort of vehicle. 
Perhaps the Kuga’s most 
impressive achievement is that it’s 
a four-wheel drive car that targets 
an urban clientele but which it’s 
virtually impossible to take 
exception to. That’ll be more than 
enough justification for a very 
respectable swathe of customers.
